the contested election case of Wm. Meighen against C. G.
Edwards, respondent. .

CHAPTER 172.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR ENLARGING THE
GROUNDS OF 'THE STATE UNIVERSITY.

Be it enacted by the Legistature-of the State of Minnesota :
o

Secrrox |, That the sum of eighteen thousand dol-
lars {$18,000) be dnd the same is hereby appropriated out
of any money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated,
to be expended in enlarging the grounds of the State Univer-
sity, by the purchase or condemnation of lands abutting up-
oh the present grounds of the University, the same to be
paid on warrants drawn by the president and countersigned
by the treasurer of the board of regents; and on the presen-
tation of such warrants to the Stute Auditor it shall be his
duty fo draw warrants on the State Treasurer for like
amounts ; such money to be expended under the direction
of the board of regents of the State University.
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
